Disputed Sign Code To Be Reviewed 


Opposition to Yorba Linda’s sign 
code, long a matter--in at least some 
quarters of the city’s business 
community--of individual dissatis- 
faction, Monday night presented a 
united front to the city council. 

The dissent came in the form of a 
suggestion by the city Chamber of 
Commerce that the council reconsid- 
er certain areas of the sign 
ordinance, replacing general provi- 
sions with specifics. 

In response, the council members 
voted 4-1 to refer the question to the 


planning commission for public 
hearing. 
Opposing the motion was 


Councilman Dale T. Chaput, who 
felt that planning staff should 
evaluate the present code together 
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with the effect of proposed changes 
before any decision be made to refer 
the matter to the planning 
commission. 

‘‘We have not utilized our staff, 
which we are paying to give us their 
opinion as to whether we should 
burden our planning commission 
any more,’ the councilman said. 

“Our normal practice is to get 
staff's opinion of any data given us 
by the public; and then, based on 
their input and the public's input, 
we make a decision.’’ 

Opposition to referral had been 
voiced earlier by Councilman 
Rudolph A. Castro, who claimed 
that a vote by the council to refer the 
code for public hearing would be 
tantamount to giving the present 


code a vote of no confidence. 

Castro, however, reversed his 
stand when Mayor Carolyn Ewing 
pointed out that opening up the 
public hearing process on the 
ordinance might result in strength- 
ening it still further. 

‘I can see the opportunity for a 
public hearing to give us a more 
restrictive ordinance,’’ she said. ‘‘I 
believe that all zoning ordinances 
can be’ improved; but the 
improvements (in this case) may not 
come in a form satisfactory to the 
(Chamber of Commerce)."’ 

Castro had put himself on record 
as being against ‘‘any drastic 
changes”’ in the ordinance. ‘‘I'd like 
this town to have the reputation of 
having a very strict ordinance,"’ he 


declared. 

Introduced by Chamber of 
Commerce President Elton Pa- 
tridge, four members of the 


Chamber presented recommenda- 
tions for council consideration. 

Bob Frankeny of Century 21 Real 
Estate suggested that real-estate 
agents be permitted to post a limited 
number of open-house signs during 
daylight hours. He also cited a need* 
for illuminated house numbers to aid 
in finding addresses at night. 

Bill Nicholas, branch manager of 
World Savings, located in Lakeview 
Plaza, spoke of the advantages of 
lighted signing in calling attention to 
shopping malls. 

Bob Booz, operator of B & B 
Chevrolet, recommended that dif- 


ferent kinds of businesses be dealt 
with individually rather than en 
masse. He cited specifically the 
problems of auto dealers. 

Don Sissons, of Chalet Wines and 
Spirits, proposed language be added 
to the ordinance dealing with 
free-standing buildings not a part of 
a business complex. 

The Chamber presentation was 
introduced by executive Director 
William K. OpDyke, who called 
attention as an example of effective 
signing, to the Fiesta Days banner 
which had hung across Main Street 
advertising the recent celebration. 

According to OpDyke, the banner, 
under the sign code, was “‘illegal.’’ 
Mayor Ewing replied that approval 
had been given the banner in view of 
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construction is now moving on the final increment of facilities at the Mabel 
Paine School on Plumosa. When completed the school will have a 
multi-purpose room, special education classroom and a new school office.

On March 2, 1976, the citizens of 
Yorba Linda will be asked to elect 
three members to the City Council. 
The City Clerk’s office is seeking 
individuals who are willing to serve 
as precinct officers in this election. 

The only requirements are that 
the individual be a registered voter 
in the city and willing to serve the 
entire day at the polling place. 

Election officers must report to 
the polls at 6:30 a.m. and be on duty 
through the closing of the polls and 
tallying of the ballots. Since the 
ballots are counted by hand, 
additional time will be required after 
closing the polls at 8 p.m. 

Although preference will be given 
to individuals with previous election 
board experience, it is anticipated 
that the city will need new workers. 

Individuals are paid $24-$29 for 
their services, depending upon the 
capacity in which they serve. The 
City Clerk's office is requesting that 
a brief application form be 
completed and returned to the City 
Hall no later than December 19, 
1975. Application forms may be 
requested by telephone or be 
obtained at the City Hall, 4845 Main 
Street, Yorba Linda. 

Interested persons are urged to 
apply. Additional information may 
be obtained from the City Clerk’s 
office at 524-5000. 


The formal action will be taken on 
that date after determining the 
amount to be submitted to the 
voters.

New Post Office OK’d 


The United States Postal Service 
has selected a site for a new main 
Post Office in Yorba Linda, 
according to Postmaster Carl Tice. 

Confiming a story published in the 
Star on September 3, Tice said the 
120,449 square foot site is at the 
northeast corner of Lemon Street 
and Eureka Avenue. 

Total purchase cost is to be 
$24,000, Tice said. He added that 
Garland V. House of Yorba Linda is 
the seller. 

In september Tice voiced anxiety 
for the project to get underway. He 
said: ‘‘With the present and 
anticipated growth of Yorba Linda 
we want to be able to meet the needs 
of the public in a newer and larger 
facility."’ 


The present facility is located on a 
$16,526 square foot site on Lemon, 
just west of Main Street. 

The projected building would 
have 21,000 square feet of working 
space compared to the present 5,800 
square feet which combines the 
footage in the original office and the 
expansion into the former meat 
market on Lemon. 

The new post office will have 
parking for 60 route vehicles, for 
employees and ample spaces for 
public. It will be well landscaped, 
Tice said. 

The Yorba Linda Post Office had 
six routes about 11 years ago when 
Tice became postmaster. That 
number swelled to 19 and now has 
been reduced to 17. 


Condominium OK’ed 


Over YL Objections 


The city of Yorba Linda has 
appealed a controversial condomin- 
ium development, which is in the 
city of Placentia but borders Yorba 
Linda and would use Yorba Linda 
streets. 

The appeal was lodged following a 
split 3 to 2 decision by the Placentia 
Planning Commission last Tuesday, 
concerning the 32-unit garden 
apartment development which will 
join half acre estates in Yorba Linda. 

The four-acre tract lies at the 
extreme eastern edge of Placentia 
along Mariposa and _ Lakeview 
Avenues. 

The condominium plans in the 
area have stagnated as Placentia 
planning commissioners requested 
that the density of the development 
be dropped from 10 units an acre to 
eight. Since that time the city of 
Yorba Linda has begun an active

Yorba Linda property owners 
filled the Placentia City Council 
Chambers and several spoke against 
the development, noting its 
imcompatabiliry with the adjoining 
horse properties. Yorba Linda 
Mayor Carolyn Ewing also was in 
the audience and thanked commis- 
sioners later for hearing the Yorba 
Linda residents. 

Applicant spokesman, Charles 
Hiller, an Orange architect, 
protested that ‘‘We are caught in the 
middle of a problem between

several programs, personnel and 
services had to be eliminated from 
the current fiscal year budget. Some 
of the cuts were partially restored 
later when unexpected state funds 
became available. 

Trustees were agreed that the 
board has ‘‘no choice but to go back 
to the voters’’ or face more cuts in 
the next budget. 

Information supplied by the 
administration during discussion on 
the election revealed that the Yorba 
Linda District ranks 1Sth and last in 
expenditure per pupil for cost of 
education. That figure is $951.97 as 
compared to an average of $1,050.02 
in the 15 Orange County elementary 
districts. 

In the total general tax rates for 
the same districts Yorba Linda is 
lith out of 15. The district rate is 
$2.7111 with the average at $2.8523. 


‘Call Home’ 


Program 


Input from PTA’s in the Yorba 
Linda School Districts five schools 
will be solicited before any action is 
taken on a proposed ‘‘Call Home’’ 
Program in the case of absences. 

Superintendent Sterling Fox 
requested time to meet and discuss 
the program with the PTA’s before 
inaugurating the program. 

Fox told the trustees at last week's 
meeting that a one day check on 
absences had been made by the 
schools. That day revealed that 
school secretaries, working calls in 
between their regular duties, 
required 40 minutes to make 16 
calls. 

In discussing the program with 
principals Fox said indications were 
that additional help would be 
needed, possibly using teacher 
aides an additional da‘, with a cost 
estimated at $17,000.

Placentia and Yorba Linda and I 
don’t feel that we should be in this 
position.”’

Clubhouse 
Parking 


A recommendation to consider the 
purchase of property to be utilized as 
off-street parking for the Woman’s 
Club/Community Center has been 
forwarded to the City Council by the 
Planning Commission. 

Furnishing this parking is a 
requisite in the agreement between 
the city and the Woman’s Club upon 
dedication of the clubhouse as a 
community center. 

Funds would come from the city’s 
share of monies allocated under the 
Housing and Community Develop- 
ment Act. It is proposed to use the 
first year’s entitlement of $22,000 
and the second year’s amount of 
$44,000 to provide the estimated 
$66,000 for the purchase of and 
development property for a parking 
lot. 

Three sites have been suggested. 
One consists of two vacant lots on 
Yorba Linda Blvd., west of the 
clubhouse. However, this land is 
regarded as prime commerical 
property. 

The second site is behind the 
clubhouse but contains homes 
whose owners may not be disposed 
to sell. The third site is a similar one 
across the street on Valencia. 

Planning Director Phil Paxton 
Stressed that the site selection is 
purely tentative. He said that cost 
estimates would be developed 
without reference to a specific parcel 
of land, identifying only the general 
area and adequate cost estimate to 
support the project. 

Before the entitlement has been 
awarded to the city the proper 
appraisals could be made and 
specific locations chosen.
